March is National Nutrition 
Month: focus on a healthy diet 


by Wilma Brady 

Healthy food choices are 
important for a variety of 
health reasons. The Canadian 
Cancer Society draws atten- 
tion to the fact that March is 
National Nutrition Month, an 
ideal timé to focus on the 
importance of a healthy diet. 

Diets with plenty of fruits, 
vegetables: and grains may 
help reduce the risk of develop- 
ing certain types of cancers. 

‘ruits, vegetables and 
grains provide vitamins, 
minerals, dietary fibre and 
other components which may 
help protect the body against 
cancer. 

Foods high in beta-carotene 
(a form of Vitamin A), Vita- 
min C and those from the 
cabbage family have been 
linked to a lower risk of cancer 
of the larynx, oesophagus, 
stomach and colon. 

Did you know many dark 
green and orange-yellow 
vegetables and fruits supply 
beta-carotene, Vitamin C and 
are included in the cabbage 
family? 

Examples of food sources 
are: broccoli, carrots, spinach, 
canialoupe, sweet potatoes, 
citrus fruits and juices, straw- 
berries, cabbage, cauliflower, 
brussel sprouts, rutabage. 

Scientists are not sure which 


partis) of these foods help to 
reduce the risk of cancer 
Unless recommended by a 
doctor, it is important to eat 
these foods and not .ly on 
vitamin or mineral pius 
The connection between diet- 
ary fibre and cancer is not 
clear. Fibre may help protect 
against colon and rectum 
cancer. Fibre is important for 
good ‘health: in general. 
Dietary fibre is not found in 
meat,’ fish, poultry or milk 
The main sources of fibre are: 
whole grains and cereals (for 
example whole wheat, rye, 
corn, oats and brown rice), 
beans, peas, lentils, fruits and 
vegetables. 
To increasé -fibre intake 
choose 100 per cent whole grain 
breads and pasta, try cereal 
with at least four grams of 
fibre per serving, snack on 
fresh fruit or vegetables (for 
example pear or broccoli 
spears), add a tablespoon of 
bran to casserole dishes and 
try legume-based djshes such 
as lentil soup or baked beans. 
When fibre is increased too 
quickly, people often feel 
bloated and very uncomfort- 
able. To help prevent these 
effects add fibre to the diet 
 seaogg and drink plenty of 
uids (water, milk and juice 
are all important.)

Weatherizing 


* Layer lightweight eon 
to provide insulating warmt 
and ease of movement., such 
as a sweater over a_short- 
sleeve top or underneath.

4 strips bacon 

In a large greased casserole, 
arrange ingredients in layers 
thus: rice, corn (sprinkle with 
salt and pepper), one tin of 
tomato sauce, and a half tin 
(half cup water), chopped 
onion and green pepper, beet 
(sprinkle with salt and pepper) 
and second tin of tomato sauce 
and 1/4 tin of water. Top with 
bacon strips which have been 
cut in half. 

Cover and bake at 350 
degrees for one hour. Uncover 
and bake about 30 minutes 
more. Serves 6-8. 

Note: 1-1/3 ketchup and 2/3 
cup water may be substituted 
for the tomato sauce; less salt 
and pepper will be required.

Rural Ontario “has potential to grow” says Agricultural Minister

Developing our rural 
communities is an issue that is 
very close to my heart. I made 
it a priority on becoming 
minister, because for years, I 
was disturbed by how much 
our rural areas were neglected 
in the policies and programs of 
previous governments. 

It seemed as though rural 
communities were relegated to 
the position of second-class 
cousins to urban areas. Rural 
communities were being over- 
looked and underestimated as 
a social and economic force in 
our province. I knew it was ~ 
big mistake. 

But I firmly believe that 
rural Ontario has the potential 
to grow and prosper, to pull 
itself out of obscurity and into 
its rightful place, equal to our 
cities. 

Part of my optimism has to 


do with the strength and resili- 
ence of the traditional rural 
and farm population, and part 
of it has to do with trends that 
tell us we're headed for a 
de-centralized society, with 
more and more urbanites 
moving to the country. All of it 
ne on the people--and their 
ability to change, to adapt, to 
work together toward a better 
future. 

Recently I met with an Agri- 
cultural Marketing group for 
Eastern Ontario. In this orga- 
nization, farmers, processors 
and small businesses are work- 
ing together to find and pursue 
untapped markets both in this 
area and eventually in the U.S. 
As 1 understand it, several 
local food stores, restaurants 
and institutions have already 
expressed interest in what the 
organization has to offer. The 
local banks have also express- 
ed support. 

The people involved recog- 
nize the need for strategic

Dairy industry can thr 


The Ontario dairy industry 
can thrive and survive in an 
increasingly competitive 
climate by adapting to even 
more change than it faced 
during the last year, says John 
Core, chairman of the Ontario 
Milk Marketing Board. 

In his address to the more 
than 700 persons attending the 
Board’s 27th annual meeting, 
Core said that although these 
rapid changes have frustrated 
many dairy farmers, “change 
will be even more profound in 
the next five years than it has 
been in the last five, if we are 
to be part of this increasingly 
competitive marketplace. ” 

The trend in the dairy indus- 
try will continue to be towards 
dairy farms and processing 
plants that will have to be 
more efficient and productive 
to achieve satisfactory returns 
to investment and labor. 

“It is clear that a much 
closer relationship is develop- 
ing between the producer and 
processor sectors of our indus- 
try in Ontario,’ said Core. 
“Partnerships are the key. 
Neither of us can survive and 
prosper without the other.” 

“Our decision to implement 
single pooling and payment for 
August 1, 1994, completes a 


- 


process started 27 years ago 
when the Board was begun. 
Full integration of the fluid and 
industria] markets will have 
been achieved, and that will 
he our industry the full flexi- 
ility needed to meet the many 
issues facing us,”’ said Core. 


He called on the Canadian 
Dairy Commission, the Feder- 
al government body that 
controls the pricing of indust- 
rial milk, to change the way it 
prices the components of milk 
to reflect consumer's desire to 
have lower fat and higher 
tga products. ‘Value must 

e put where the demand 
exists, and that demand is not 
for butterfat.” 


Core had strong messages 
for both the provincial, and 
federal governments. He said 
the Ontario goverment must 
continue to give high priority 
to assuring the consumer that

ood safety. “Our milk quality 
is superb, the best anywhere in 
the world, but it must get even 


better in the future.”

Ontario. The project objectives 
are to discovert the factors 
that encourage community- 
based develépment, ‘and the 
role that my ministry and 
other agencies should play. 

We are in the midst of 
evaluating the progress of the 
projects, which have been 
under way for the last one to 
two years. The news is encour- 
aging, because a few critical 
lessons have been learned. 

First and foremost is the 
importance of encouraging 
Jocal residents to participate in 
both the formation of ideas, 
and in carrying them out. This 
way, communities can develop 
according to their individual 
strengths and needs, and not 
according to an artificial 
timetable or blueprint. 

A related lesson is that effec- 
tive rural community develop- 
ment takes time, resources, 
patience and alot of team- 
work. It’s imperative that local 
and provincial governments, 
residents, farmers and 
businesses work together. 
While it’s tempting in these 
tough economic times to 
expect big gains right away, 
the most rational approach 
appears to be setting small, 
achievable goals that build into 
a long-term plan. E 

A third lesson is that the 
local residents involved -in 
development plans receive 
training in rig and 
leadership skills. There are a 
lot of talented, energetic 
people in our rural 
communities. 

A fourth lesson is the ncessi- 
ty for long-term commitment 
from government. In this 
regard, I see my government’s 
role as a facilitator, advisor, 
coach, if you will. We must be 
prepared to provide initial 
support, and to help provide a 
basis from which these 
communities can. begin 
supporting themselves.

Farmers having problems 
harvesting 1992 corn crop

Corn growers across much of 


Ontario have béen struggling 
to harvest and market this 
year’s corn crop. 

The problems results from a 
below normal year from heat 
units combined with above 
normal rain fall during the fall

Regulations now permit 
Ontario dairy plants and retail- 
ers to see pasteurized cheese 
curds at room temperature 
provided the curds are sold 
within one day of manufacture. 

The Ministry of Health previ- 
ously directed that cheese 
curds, like most foods, should 
be stored and sold at refrigera- 
tion temperatures. 

However, researchers .have 
now determined that the acid- 
plese culture in the curds 

eeps disease-causing bacteria 
from affecting the cheese in 
‘the first 24 hours after produc- 
tion and that this acid- 


producing culture can be espe- 
cially effective when the curds 
remain unrefrigerated. Health 
regulations still require all 
curd products to be refriger- 
ated after 24 hours.

A recent survey of the Grain 
and Feed Dealers’ Association 
indicated that the Ontario crop 
breaks down as follows: 37.5% 
grades 2 or 3; 23.5° grade 4; 


* 39° grade 5 or sample. Thus, 


over 60 per cent is grade 4, 5 or 
sample quality. 

This poor quality corn has 
been discounted at the elevator 
from $10 to $35 per tonne or 


-higher depending on the qual- 


ity and location. 


In other cases, elevators 
have refused to accepted corn 
grading No. 5. Much of the corn 

arvested in this area has been 
downgraded because of quality 
and growers are finding mark- 
ets difficult. 

Adding to the price pressure, 
the US corn crop is one of the 
larges in history and supplies 
are being imported into Cana- 


da placing additional pressure 
on markets here 

Livestock producers will find 
their best option is to feed the 

yorer quality corn adjusting 

or weight reduction due to 
quality 

Just how much does quality 
affect the feeding value of this 
poorer grade corn” 

Preliminary results of trials 
at Ridgetown College show 
that there is essentially no 
difference in the rate of gain on 
feed use efficiency for pigs fed 
with No. 3, 4, or 5 corn 

While results will not be 
finalized until mid-March, it is 
apparent that livestock can 
readily utilize this poorer qual- 
ity corn. 

The concern of many produc- 
ers has been the incidence of 
mycotoxins, particularly for 
swine feeders. To date there 
have been very few cases 
reported of mycotoxin, in fact 
levels are no greater than ina 
normal year. 

It would appear that much of 
the grades 4 and 5 corn which 
we see on the market would 
represent a good value of 
livestock feeders in 1993.

The NAFTA secretariat is in 
the Ministry of Intergovern- 
mental Affairs. 

The committee will visit ten 
cities beginning in March 
Details are expected to be 
announced shortly.

Peterborough Farm Gate 
Sales Association. -Requests 
were made and consideration 
given to forming a Northum- 
berland County Association. 


However, it was decided not 


to proceed on a county level for

Farmers, like most other 
businesses, have basically only 
two ways to improve profits. 

They can either expand the 
business by increasing sales or 
reduce costs. Expansion often 
calls for -major . capital 
expenses in the form of build- 
ings, machinery or quota and 
should only be proceeded with 
after a very thorough analysis 
of the present operation along 
with projections for proposed 
changes. 

For many operators, reduc- 
ing costs through improved 
efficiency should be the first 


approach. Farm records have- 


shown that there is a big range 
in costs between similar types 
of operations working under 
— similar circumstances. 
The Ontario Farm Manage- 


ment Analysis Report for 1991 


shows a range in operating 
costs from $34.48 to $40.85 per 
hectolitre in variable costs 
between the top and bottom 
third income groups. 

What effect does this have on 
the bottom line? For the aver- 
age dairyman in this program 
shipping 2,407 hectolitres it 


translates into a difference of 


approximately $15,000 extra 
income for the lower cost 


group.

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More bang for your buck

Yes folks, it's budget time! 
That wonderful time of tie 
where municipal councillors 
start examining program 
budgets with a magnifying 
glass, and taxpayers wait in 
dread for the seemingly inevit- 
able tax increase. Wouldn't it 


_ be nice (a minor miracle, you 


say} to find a program that 
gives you more for less. 
instead of the other way 
around” 

Let's take a look at the 
budget for the Blue Box 2000 
program. You remember; 
that’s the program that 
brought you your blue box; 
your backyard composter, and 
is involved in all sorts of 
reduction and reuse initiatives 
for businesses, institutions, 
and the community as a whole 

Well, the program continues 
to expand more each year, but 
total projected operating costs 


for 1993 are projected to be \ 


down almost 25 per cent from 
last year. I guess that makes 
us one of the those miracle 
programs, right? 

One little wrinkle, though. 
Because we were willing to go 
out on a limb and set up such 
an innovative system, we 
received some 100 per cent 
funding from the province. 

That kept the municipal 
share of costs down last year, 
though of course it still came 
out of the provincial taxpay- 
er’s pocket (yes, that’s you and 
me). This year the provincial 
subsidies have decreased 
considerably, as we knew al! 
along they would, and the net 
result is an overall increase in 
municipal costs of 14 per cent. 

Outrageous, you say? Well, 
you sure changed your tune ir 
a hurry. Let’s look at it another 
way — how much bang do you 
get for your buck? 

The various recycling and 
composting programs will 
divert from landfill an esti- 
mated 13,595 tons of residential

r ton. All of a sudden, the 

lue Box 2000 program doesn't 
sound like such a bad deal, 
does it? Even if we removed all 
provincial subsidies, the cost 
per ton would be a compara- 
tive bargain, at $81 per ton. 

Even for rural municipali- 
ties with their own landfill sites 
that don’t have the same land- 
fill collection and disposal 
costs as the large urban 
centres, this diversion is very 
valuable. Each ton diverted 
adds an extra ton of life to their 
local site, and that means one 
less ton they eventually have to 
start exporting or sending to 
the new County site, wherever 
and whenever that may be. 
These days, that is almost like 
putting money in the bank. 

Hopefully some of you are 
now saying that even the 
lowest of these cost per tons is 
too high. I couldn’t agree with 
you more. That is not because 
the Blue Box program is an 
inefficient program -- in fact, 
we are one of the most efficient 
programs in the Country, and 
the rest of Ontario is quite 
jealous of what we have 
accomplished. 

The problem is really with 
you and me, and our wasteful 
habits. If you think the costs 
are too high, then start reduc- 
ing and reusing -- that doesn’t 
costs the taxpayer any money. 

It’s easy to blame garbage

+ Winter is hardly over before 
next year’s snowmobiles’ are 
introduced. Grab a brochure 
and feast ae eyes, because 
that’s probably as close as 
you'll get to the high end 
product which virtually sells 
out without .a showroom 
appearance. 

or this, and many others 
reasons, many snowmobilers 
are retaining sleds several 
seasons longer. But that 
doesn’t mean that everything 
has to remain the same. 
Upgrades are available for 
many makes and models from 
both sled manufacturers and 
after-market companies. 
Properly installed, your riding 
safety, pleasure and comfort 
can improve at relatively little 
cost compared to that of a new 
sled. Resale value is added, or 
upgrades can be removed to 


enhance another compatible _ 


snowmobile. But remember to 
keep the original parts to put 
back on again when the sled’s 
for sale. 

Significant improvements 
can be under the running 
boards, where all the pounding 
is absorbed and dissipated - or 
not. Ask about suspension 
upgrades available for your 
sled, without getting into dedi- 
cated performance and racing 
parts. Often technology has 
made dramatic strides since 
your model year. For example, 
Ski-Doo has both its amazing 
new C7 suspension that can be 
retrofitted to most late model 
formula sleds. Also, for those 
with less to spend, there’s a 
replacement shock kit. I rode a 
1990 Formula MX with C7 last 
winter and was astounded by 
the difference - a whole new 
ride, a whole new sled! 

What about replacing that 
old pancake of.a_ seat? 
Combined with better suspen- 
sion, you won't recognize the 
ride. I opt for a two-up seat 
with more passenger and leg 
room, and a back rest to help 
secure touring cargo. 

I have never studded my 
tracks. Expense aside, my 
concern for track integrity, an 
unmarked concrete garage 
floor and trailer bed longevity 


. 


have deterred me. Also, I don’t 
ride hard enough to need them: 
So I was intrigued when Royal 
Distributing (1-800-463-1153) 
introduced the Super Stud 
Track last season as the one- 
stop, all-purpose, track for the 
sport/touring rider. 


The track has a more 
aggressive profile (higher 
ridges) than most and, accord- 
ing to the specifications of your 
order, a varying number of 
small studs similar to those in 
old auto tires are inserted by 
the factory into pre-molded

holes in the ridges, leaving 
about a 1/8' exposed to do the 
traction work. | rode over 7500 


kms on this track with excel- 
lent results. The Super Stud 
increased traction and safety 
without my worrying about 
track damage or throwing 
expensive picks on hard 
surfaces and barren roads. As 
a replacement or to improve 
handling and control without 
uss, this track is ideal. 
Handling can be further 
enhanced by replacing those 
dented, heavy metal skis with 
lastie or composite ones from 
toyal Distributing that are at 
once lighter, virtually inde- 
structible, easier to steer in 


wet snow, and almost without - 


friction. 

After snowmobiling over 20 
years, I'm finally fed up with 
manhandling my too-heavy 
sled out of places where I 
shouldn’t be. Perhaps my most 
appreciated upgrade is 
reverse gear, an after the fact 
addition available for some 
sleds. Being able to back off 
the trailer is alone worth the 
price. And watch the eyes bug 
out when you back away from 
the pumps! 

The other contender for my 
appreciation is electric start. 
For some reason, pull-starting 


and machismo have gone hand © 


in hand, especially with 
muscle machines. Hence the 
name. Well, this macho man 
has a sore back and tired arm 
from thousands of pulls, and 
Ull never have another sled 
without electric start. Inquire 
as to ices ioa 4 for your sled. 

Remember that retrofitting 
has it’s drawbacks. Not the

And 
be particularly careful when 
combining several ele 
simultaneously - together they 
may create a completely unex- 
pected and totally different 
problem. But with proper care 
and caution froni an expert, 
most upgrades will give that 
older sled a frisky new second 
lease on life. Ha py trails and

Horticultural Update: 


How to propogate your 
houseplant survivors 


By Madeline Simpson 


The general meeting of the 
Campbellford and District 
Horticultural Society was held 
in Jenkin's Hall on Monday 
March Ist 

President Lois Bennett 
welcomed everyone and pres 
ided business 
Members were reminded to 
retain’ the February bulletin 
for information of events and 
mini-shows as the next bulletin 
will not be published antil 
April. A number of Garden 
Shows were mentioned--March 
18-21, Home and Garden Show, 
Toronto; April 9-18, National 
Home Show in Toronto, June 3; 
the World Flower Show, a show 
put on by professional floral 
arrangers from all parts of the 
world. The a.m. session at the 
Holiday Inn, a display of flow- 
er arrangements, $10. The 
p.m. session at the Roy 
Thompson Hall, a presentation 
of flower arranging by profes- 
sionals, $15. 

Re the June 3rd show, Jim 
Baker of Intra Travel, has 
offered to arrange a bus to take 
interested people to the event 
If you wish to attend the World 
Flower Show, please contact 
Jim Baker at once.

Lois related information she 
heard on the TV show, Mark- 
etplace, re careful use of pesti- 
cides and insecticides. Only 
active ingredients are listed on 
the container. These active 
ones kill the bugs but consti- 
tute only one per cent of the 
total composition. The 99 ‘sad 
cent not listed are called 
inerts, but many of these have 
been found to be hazardous to 
health. Fifty types of carci- 
nogenic materials have been 
identified. “‘Let the buyer 
beware.” 

Glenn Bennett judged the 
mini-show, where displays of 
yellow daffodils, flowering 

ouseplants and: a chirpy 
canary in a cage made us 
aware that spring is 
approaching. 

Glenn proceeded with the 
program on various ways to 
propogate those tired house- 
plants that survived the heat 
and dry air of their winter 
environment. Propogation is 
done. by two methods; (a) 
vegetative, using leaves, 
stems and cuttings from 
plants; or (b) by seeds. 

Glenn had a large variety of 
cuttings: from many plants to 
illustrate his topic. 

1.Cuttings: This is a favorite 
method to get new plants from 
geraniums, wandering jew and 
many other fleshy plants. With 
a sharp knife cut a slip from 
the top or side branch of the 

lant. Strip off the bottom 
eaves and remove any blos- 
soms. Dust the cut end with 
rooting hormone, and leave to 
dry for at least a half day. 
Plant -in wet vermiculate or 
potting soil. 

With succulents such as 
Crown of Thorns, burro tail, 


over the 


kalanchoe, aloe, jade, etc., cut * 


off a young stem or shoot. Dust 
with rooting hormone and let 
dry for two days, lying on top 
or inserted into dry earth or 
vermiculate. Water in 2-3 


weeks when roots appear 

Eye-cuttings are used for 
thick leaved plants such. as- 
yeperomia or hoya. Cut off a 
eaf with a small portion of the 
stem where the leaf joins. The 
small piece of stem may be cut 
up the centre, too. Dust with 
hormone and plant. Several 
small plants may grow from 
one eye-cutting 

Plants with woody stems 
such as ficus (fig). citrus- 
orange and oleander can be 
propogated by pulling off a 
side shoot, leaving a small 
strip or heel of bark at the 
separated end. Dust, plant and 


cover with plastic. Theses will 


’ be slow growing. 


Leaf cuttings: Take a long 
leaf of sanseveiria (mother-in- 
law's tongue}. With a sharp 
knife, slice it in horizontal 
pieces, being careful to mark 
the tap of each slice. Dust, let 
dry, then plant. It will take 
9-3 months before new plants 
appear. 
|. Take a healthy leaf from a 
begonia and slash the veins 
with a sharp knife. Lay the leaf 
flat on wet vermiculite and 
weight down with pebble so the 
leaf bottom touches the soil. 
Cover with plastic. Smail 
plants will grow from the tiny 
root hairs on the leaf. 

2’ Or take a healthy leaf of 
begonia. Trim the edges. Cut 
the remainder of the leaf into 
small squares. Lay on moist 
veriiiictite and cover with 
plastic. With streptocarpus 
(Cape Lily), slit the main vein 
and lay the two pieces of leaf in 
the potting mediums, rib-side 
down, partly covered. African 
violets and kalanchoe may be 
started from a leaf, too; slit the 
stem, dust and let dry before 


planting. 
Spider plants and pick-a- 
back (Tolmiea) may be 


_ may 


started from . plantlets 
attached to the mother plant. 

If dieffenbachia or croton 

lants become “leggy” from 

aving dropped*the bottom 
leaves, be ruthless. Cut off the 
leafy top below a leaf. node, 
dust, let dry, and plant. Cut the 
rest of the leafless;stem into 
little logs, dust and lay horizon- 
tally-on the planting medium to 
produce new plants. 

Air layering is used to propo- 
gate large plants like dracae- 
na. Scrape off a small section 
of the outer layer of the stern 
Dust with hormone. Wrap and 
tie a plastic bag just below the 
scrape. Fill the bag with wet 
peat moss and wrap around a 
stem. covering the serape. In 
two months. when roots form 
in the nross, carefully cut off 
under the roots and plant this 
portion, :

But to ban tobacco products

There are approximately 
28.000 retail outlets carrying 
tobacco products in Ontario 
Only 1,300 are drug stores 
Preventing drug’ stores--only 
five per cent of all the outlets 
selling tobacco in the province- 
-will not reduce tobacco use. In 
fact, it eould have the opposite 
effect : 

It is more likely that, with 
less supervision in such loca- 
tions as convenience stores, 
gas bars, supermarkets, 
restaurants and vending 
machines where tobacco would 
still be available, consumption 
could actually increase.

if tobacco is regarded as a 
harmful product and a danger- 
ous substance, -then pharma- 
cists. who are professionally 
trained and licensed to deal in 
such matters, should be the 
only ones allowed to sell the 
product. How can the govern- 
ment justify that a vending 
machine is more appropriate 
than a pharmacist? - 

Perhaps the reason the NDP 
government has decided to 
on pharmacies is 
symbolic, reasoning that phar- 
macists, as part of the health 
care system, should not be in 
the tobacco business. Some 
pharmacists have demon- 
strated that they agree with 
this position and have volun- 
tarily removed the product 
from their shelves 

This is entirely appropriate. 
A decision to carry a legal 
product should be one made by 
professionals who understand * 
the implications for them- 
selves and the people in their 
care. If government was really 
interested in the health issue, 
then it surely should restrict 
all sales by making tobacco 
illegal 


But it is known that prohibi- 


tion has not been too successful 
in the past. So the government 
has engaged in what is clearly 
empty symbolism. But at what 
cost to the people of Ontario? 
Preventing the sale of tobac- 


 éo products in drug stores will, 


because #f the negative 
economic impact, force many 
of them to curtail their hours of 
operation, ‘the services they 
offer, the staff they employ 
and the delivery of the front- 
line health care ‘they provide. 
Some, particularly the small 
independent drug stores in 
rural or outlying areas of 
Ontario, will simply go out of 
business. . 


The safety, protection.and 
éducation of the consumer has 
always been part of the credo 
for the pharmacist. 


Instead of working toward a 
solution by engaging the phar- 
macists’ professional counsel 
and assistance, the govern- 
ment has declared war on 
pharmacy.

A National Parole Board 
panel has ruled that a Hamil- 
ton man convicted of killing his 
wife and two children in 1976 
will be allowed three escorted 
prison leaves this year from

How to save money 
on grocery purchases 


Shoppers can save money 
by ys  e coupons, buying 
in bulk and looking for 
specials. But they probably 
won't save a lot of money 
until sie take an organized 
approach to reducing groc- 
sal costs. 

mart-shopping experts 
at Ontario’s consumer mini- 
stry say consumers who 
want to cut their grocery 
bill should begin by takin 
stock of their current spend- 
ing habits. 

“Knowing what you're 
buying now, how ‘much 
that’s costing you and 
which purchases you’re 
wasting will help you start a 
budget that works,”’ says 
Marilyn Gurevsky, a mana- 

er at the’ ministry’s 

onsumer Services Bureau. 

“Tt will mean more money 

in your wallet at the end of 
every month.” 

To calculate current 
spending, save all your 
receipts for several weeks. 
If you think you’re spending 
too much on groceries, the 
information on_ those 
receipts can help you in two 
ways. 

First, calculate how 
much you spend on each 
grocery category. These 
include basic Ss, conve- 
nience foods, non-edibles 
(cleansers, detergents and 
paper products) and pet 
supplies. Look at ways of 
reducing ‘costs in each 
category. 

For example, you can 
often replace some conveni- 
ence foods with less- 
expensive basic ones. 
However, experts say most 
shoppers can most easily 
save money with non-edible 
products. 

‘‘Look for items with 
lower unit prices, and check 
local discount and bulk 
stores to help reduce bills 
for non-edibles,’’ says 
Gurevsky. 

You can also save money 
by reducing the number of 
erry items you waste. 

xperts say consumers 
may throw out from five to 
25 per cent of the groceries 
they buy. Usually this 
happens when they buy 
items because they’re on 


sale, but really don’t want 


or need them. Another- 


reason for high wastage is 
overbuying fresh produce. 

As the next oe in 
preparing your budget, 
group together those items 

ou buy regularly and the 

rand names you prefer. If 
you can remember buying 
anything you didn’t plan on, 
make note of it. . .becoming 
aware of impulse . buying 
will help you curb it. 

Compare the prices of 
your tavorite brands at 
several stores. Then take 
the time to look at the prices 
and ingredients lists of 
competing products. You 
may be surprised to discov- 
er that the prices of goods 
with generic labels may be 
far lower than brand-name 
products in one instance 
and almost identical in the 
next. 

Make up a list of alterna- 
tive products you want to 
ott and take it with you 
when you next go shopping. 


This list should be used 
together with a weekly 
menu to help you plan to 
shop the specials and use 
coupons. Don’t baal it 
all at once just before you 
leave for the store. Write it 
over the course of the week, 
as appealing meals occur to 


you. 
With the list of product 


names you want to buy, 
menu and coupons in hand, 
you're ready. 

When you go shopping, 
keep these tips in mind. 

* It’s true—never shop on 
an empty stomach. You'll 
find the i om of, say, 
fresh-baked bread, irresti- 
ble and end up buying much 
more than you need. 

* Plan to buy enough of 
everything so you don’t 
have to shop often. Making 
fewer trips to the store 
reduces impulse buying. 

* Whenever possible, shop 
alone. Children and spouses 
encourage impulse buying. 

* Look at the middle shelf 
last. Items placed at 
level are there because the 
store wants to promote 
them. They may be a g 
deal, but check top and 


bottom shelves first. 

* Don't look at aisle-end 
specials until you've 
finished your other shop- 
ping, then compare prices 
carefully. Many people 
think items at the end of 
aisles are always on sale, 
which isn’t the case. 

* Experiment a little. The 
only way to find out whether 
the less-expensive generic 


‘brand really is as good as 


the name brand is to try it. 
But, try a can before you 
buy a case.

Many political observers 
in the United States are 
convinced that one of the 
major reasons Arkansas 
native son Bilf Clinton beat 
George Bush for the pres- 
idency is that a significant 
number of voters were 
impressed with his plat- 
form on health care reform. 

In fact, many Americans 
believe health care was 
second only to the economy 
as a major issue in Clinton's 
successful battle for the 
White House. 

A number of first-time 
delegates said they got into 
politics this year because 
they had watched family 
members suffer without 
health care or they them- 
selves were ruined finan- 
cially by medical costs. 

And while some 
observers criticized Clin- 
ton’s health plan along the 
election trail, contending it 
did not go far enough, the 
convention outcome found 
many delegates smelling 
victory and openly embrac- 
ing the governor's 
proposals. 

Clinton wants to require 
employers either to provide 
their workers with health 
insurance or pay into a 
state insurance fund. Some 
Democrats wanted him to 
go further by endorsing a 
national plan under which 
health care would be 
financed out of taxes. 

But by the time the 
convention ended, the dele- 
gates were inclined to agree 
with Clinton. Delegate after 
delegate said their own 
experiences with soaring 
premiums, _ inadequate 
coverage and discriminat- 
ory practices gave special 
urgency to adopting the 
Clinton plan.

ates, Karen Dunfey of 

ape Elizabeth, Maine, told 
tearfully how she and her

“Getting the votes for 


health car reform is going 


to be one hellacious political 
fight,’ said House Demo- 
cratic Leader Richard 
Gephardt. Speaking at one 
of several health reform 
forums during the conven- 
tion, he said: ‘‘The 
entrenched interests which 
do not want real reform are 
absolutely overwhelming.’ 

Ron Pollock, director of 
Families USA, a Washing- 
ton advocacy group, agreed 
that ‘‘Clinton’s plan is a 
hard sell, but it’s passable.” 

The President-elect can 
expect opposition from the 
powerful insurance indus- 
try. And Republicians are 
already on record, against 
the plan.

Rub firmly for 30 
seconds. Look at the cloth. If 
you see the color of paint, you 
can bet your wax contains 
abrasive. It may be all right to 
use, but don't wax often with

Sister of miner killed 
in Yellowknife tragedy

On Sept. 18th, 1992, a totally 


* insane crime happened at a 


gold mine in Yellowknife, 
Northwest Territories. The 
crime was murder, involving 
not just one but nine human 
beings. Nine men who had 
loved ones at home, across the 
street, down the block and all 
over this nation. 


My brother was one of those 


men. The brother that I loved 


very much. Christopher Dean- 


Neill was a perfect brother, a 
gentle brother and I was very 
proud to have him as my 


brother, so much that we 
named our second son after the 
man I admired so deeply. The 


godfather of my son is gone but 


not forgotten. 

The men who were.riding in 
a manecar in a dark damp 
tunnel 750 feet below the 
surface, set off a huge explo- 
sion.

The nine men who were 
killed instantly had to stay 
underground until noon

of pollution are lower.” 

He also says that under 
NAFTA, “in times of energy 
shortages, Canada is obliged to 
provide energy supplies to,the 
U.S. but Mexico is not.” 

“Basic labour standards are 
not guaranteed in NAFTA and 
Mexico's lax enforcement of 
existing standards are ‘not 
addressed. This would put 
downward pressure on Ontar- 
io’s labour standards.” 

‘Again.’ Mr. Buchanan 
says, “NAFTA makes no 
mention of help for workers 
who lose their jobs because of 


. the agreement.” 


‘Let's remember that,’’ he 
said. 

“With the Canada-U.S. 
agreement, extensive federal 
adjustment assistance for 
workers was promised but 
continues to be inadequate,” 
Mr. Buchanan said. 

NAFTA, he says, will also 
put limits on Ontario's ability 
to implement its economic and 
social policies. 

“The deal intrudes on more 
areas of provincial jurisdiction 
than previous trade agree- 
ments such as the regulation of 
investment, financial services 
and standards.’ Mr. Buchanan 
said, ‘‘Yet provinces have no 
formal role in the negotiation, 
implementation dr manage- 
ment of NAFTA, nor a role in 
general dispute settlement.”’ 

Mr. Buchanan also notes the 
federal government, in 1987, 
promised Canadians ‘‘we 
would get secure, open access 


to U.S. markets and that there 
would be an end to U.S. trade 
harassment of Canadian 
exports.” 


“That promise has not been 


kept.” he said. “‘Ontario expor- 
ters continue to face harass- 
ment from the U.S.” 

“It looks like a repeat perfor- 
mance is being . promised 
under NAFTA.”

Fashion can kill snowmobil- 
ers. Fancy designs, trendy 
colours. brand 1.D. and coordi- 
nation threaten to replace 
common sense in the decision 
to purchase a snowmobile suit, 
overriding the basic prescrip- 
tion: warmth and protection 
against the elements. Staying 
alive in the great outdoors 

The main consideration in 
buying a suit should be the 
retention of dry body heat 
There are many light-weight. 
materials available today 
which help keep you warm 
longer and better than ever 
before. Make sure the suit you 
buy has at least these features 
good seals at the wrists, neck. 
and ankles; ability to vent off 
andor wick away moisture 
when you work up a sweat, the 
greatest warmth with the least 
weight; water and wind resis- 
tance: ability to dry quickly 
Don't be distracted by fashion 
and don't scrimp for the sake 
of saving a few dollars. 

| do not recommend leather 
sults: they are too heavy and 
don't breathe. Wet leather 
weighs more than a cow could 
carry. Look for lighter weight 
alternatives: if you ever fall 
into water or have to walk 
home. the difference may be 
vour life saver 

Instead, take a lavering 
lesson from skiers and try a 
water and wind proof outer 
Gore-Tex shell by a Canadian 
company like Banff Designs 
(416) 588-4839 over one of their 
warm, removable fleece 
liners.

Do you frequently ride on 
ice? If so, then you're always 
at risk, and sooner or later the 
odds are you'll get wet. So 
perhaps you should consider 
the added protection of a buoy- 
ant suit like Choko’s Lake 
Runner 
Mustang's Ice Rider (416) 
668-1145. 

Each winter many snowmo- 
bilers drown, either from 
breaking through thin ice, or 
from riding into open water. 
Many of these victims could 
have survived by wearing one 


of these floatation suits 
specially designed for 
snowmobiling. 


To find out what happens 
when you deep six and what 
advantages these suits have, I 
compared one from each 
manufacturer using a regular 
suit as a control. OFSC Mark- 
eting Director John Blaicher 
provided valuable insight after 
subjecting himself to test 
immersions: in a frozen lake. 
Brrrrr! A better (but crazier!) 
man than I. 

The shock of contact with 
freezing water causes an invo- 
luntary breath intake leading 
to the choking and sputtering 
of swallowed water. Also, the 
full face helmet immediately 
fish bowls full of water, caus- 
ing disorientation and claus- 
trophobia. As if there aren't 
enough reasons to panic 
already. 


Depending on how well your 
suit resists penetration, icy 
water invades within seconds, 
sapping body heat and adding 
wet pounds of unwanted 
weight. You've got to get out 
fast, because hypothermia 
aside, most people do not have 
the stamina to carry this extra 


baggage for long. The trick is’ 


to kick vigorously to bring your 
legs up so that horizontally you 
can propel yourself forward, 
flopping onto the ice like a seal. 
This isn’t easy with water- 
logged boots and pants drag- 
ging you down. 

Hopefully you don't have far 
to swim: many open water 
deaths result when a fast- 
moving sled propels the rider 
too far away from the edge. 
Once clear, stay horizontal to 
distribute your weight over a 
greater surface or until you 
can wriggle to more solid 
footing. : 

Within this nightmare scene,

buoyant suits have several 
distinct*advantages over the 
regular ones. The foremost is 
that they act like a life jacket, 


- keeping you afloat and making 


it easier toget horizontal. They 
add aed seconds to your 
life expectancy and are essen- 
tial for poor swimmers. 

They take on water less 
quickly and as the floatation 
material doesn’t absorb, they 
neither: hold as much weight 
nor retain water as long after 
you get out. This means you 
dry off faster and lose less 
body heat, so buoyant suits 
offer superior protection 
against the elements after a 


‘water emergency. 


So which suit should you 
buy? Mustang’s Ice Rider 
comes in both parka and 
bomber jacket styles and the 
company has made significant 
strides recently for the fashion 
conscious. The company has 
been involved in the personal 
floatation and boating industry 
for years and brings that 
wealth of knowledge to snow- 
mobiling. But I find their 
parka somewhat bulky, and 
the bib adjustment on their 
pants is limited. And what 
about two way zippers on the 
pant-fronts, guys? 

The folks at Choko offer a 
full line.of snowmobile wear 
designed by snowmobilers. 
Their buoyant suits come in 
two bomber styles: the Aqua- 
Lite and the Lake Runner. The 
latter lacks quick-wicking 
mesh in the jacket and the 
zipper tabs aren't easy enough 
to grasp, but it has uniqué flow 
through ventilation with 
zippered underarm and-rear 
vents. Reflective piping adds a 
measure of night visibility. 

The Ice Rider and Lake 
Runner suits are comparably 
priced around the $400 mar 
and both are Canadian compa- 
nies with high quality product. 
Both suits will do the neces- 
sary job in the water. Due to 
the buoyant materials and 
despite different venting tech- 
niques, neither has totally 
solved the breathability prob- 
lem of getting rid of excess 
body moisture. But no more so 
than some regular suits. 

For that extra insurance 
against sudden tragedy, floata- 
tion, suits are ;the way to go. 
Fashion don’t matter in Davy 
Jones’ locker. Happy trails, 
and remember: RIDE SAFE, 
RIDE SOBER.

In fact, just a few minutes of 
attention each month will help 
ensure longer tire life and 
performance. 

The key, experts agree, is to 
prevent problems before they 
occur. This is particularly true 
in the spring, when warmer 
weather entices people to 
embark on vacations or 
weekend getaways. 

Tires are a vehicle's sole 
contact point with the surface 
of the road. Therefore, they 
need to be properly maintained 
as part of a complete car care 
maintenance schedule. 

Proper tire maintenance 
also promotes traction, 
smoothness and a quieter ride. 

A few of the maintenace 
procedures, such as inflation 
checks and visual inspections, 
can be done by the owner at 
minimal cost 

Inflation pressure. can be 
checked at service stations, 
usually for no charge. It is 
recommended that a tire pres- 
sure gauge be purchased (for 
approximately $8), as service 
station equipment can be inac- 
curate or inconsistent. Visual 
inspections of the tires can be 
conducted for free at home. 

Three other elements of tire 
maintenace - rotation, align- 
ment and balancing - are 
generally performed by a 
mechanic or tire dealer as part 
of a vehicle’s regular 
servicing 

Inflation pressure is the 
most important aspect of tire 
maintenance Improperly 
inflated tires - whether overin- 
flated or underinflated - result 
in irregular treadwear and 
poor gas mileage. 

Check, air pressure at least 
once a month with an accurate 
pauge when the tires are cold. 

ecommended air pressures 
usually can be found in owners’ 
manuals. although it’s best to 
consult with the tire dealer or 
manufacturer if the vehicle's 
original tires have been 
replaced 

mproperly inflated tires 
will sometimes ‘‘squeal” 
around corners at normal 
speeds, or feel mushy during 
turns. 

A tire is considered seriously 
underinflated or overinflated if 
it.is four or more psi (pounds 
per square inch) off the recom- 
mended level. Generally, tires 
lose about one psi each month. 
A springtime tip: warmer 
temperatures will cause a rise 
in pressure of about one psi for

Visual inspections are 
important because they reveal 
irregular treadwear (one side 
may be more worn than the 
other}, punctures or other 
outside damage, the amount of 
tread remaining on a tire, or 
even a pebble or stone lodged 
in the tread. 

A more conventional method 
is to check the wear bar indica- 
tors. These can be located by 
using the arrows on the sidew- 
all as a guide. If the tread is the 
same height as the wear bar, 
the tire should be replaced. 

Tires should be rotated 
every 7,000-10,000 miles, with 
city driving requiring the most 
frequent attention. Tire rota- 
tion extends a tire’s life by

Mr. Christoupolous says he 
would like to hear from pros- 
pective players “‘as soon as 
poosible so we can make team 
arrangements.”

An examination of how a 
person walks can often identify 
why these problems occur or 
identify potential problems, he 
adds. 

“The foot is a fascinating 
structure,’ Mr. Ferguson 
says. “The foot’s mechanics 
and intricacy is amazing.” 

With the amount of abuse 
and stress they take, he says, 
tiiere is no wonder things often 
go wrong. ; 

‘But people have d tendency 
to let things go.” 

“There are lots of things that 
can be done for these prob- 
lems,’ Mr. Ferguson is quick 
to add 

‘Nursing care has an impor- 
tant role to play but what they 
offer is ~at*a basic level,’ he 
says. ‘“‘We offer comprehen- 
sive management and the 
expertise to deal with that type 
of problem.” 

He sees many examples of 
repetition, of inappropriate 
footwear and athletes not 
preparing their bodies satis- 
factorily before exercise that 
lead to foot problems. Assemb- 
ly line workers walking-on hot 
floors, health care workers and 


. teachers are among those he 


_ had been caught in time, Mr. 


sees. 

And for many of his elderly 
patients, their problems “‘need 
never have happened” if they 


' Ferguson says. 


Mr. Ferguson is also heavily 
involved in the local chapter of 
the Canadian Diabetes Found- 
ation and writes articles for 
the CDA’s national magazine. 
He also works with patients at 
the Diabetes Clinic at St. 
Joseph's Hospital and is 
excited by the arrival of some 
new diagnostic equipment. 

Foot health is crucial to 
diabetics, he says adding that 
the CDA estimates that each 
week there are three to four 
newly diagnosed diabetics. 

“It is bound to increase as 
the seniors’ population does,” 
Mr. Ferguson says. 

It is important for them to 
see a chiropodist, he says. 
They should receive an initial 
foot assessment to see if there 
are problems and should know 
what to do if problems occur. 

If they don't, Mr. Ferguson 
says serious complications can 
irise. There are'simplemethods 
to avoid the problems. 

‘In my articles for the CDA, 
the thrust of what I’m trying to 
do is education. There is no 
cure so education can reduce 
the risks.”

Cold winter prompts check of — 
car tires, wheels and more 


A professional wheel align- 
ment inspection is a good 
investment if visual inspec- 
tions find anything amiss. 


Winter has been severe. Cold 
has caused potholes in the 
surface of many highways 

Inspecting your car’s tires 
and wheels is especially impor- 
tant this spring 

Think for a moment 

Have you or family 
members hit any potholes, 
curbs or objects in the road” 
Does your car drift to the side 
on a smooth, level road? Do 
you have to turn the steering 
wheel slightly to keep the car 
moving in a straight line? Is 
there uneven wear across the 
treads of your car's tires? 

Answering “‘yes”’ 
these questions means addi- 
tional inspection is necessary. 

Hitting potholes and objects 
in the road can bend the wheel 
rim, especially on small cars. 
And hitting a pothole at high- 
way speeds can cause a tire to 
deflate while still on the 
damaged wheel. 

Check the rim’s edge, inside 
and out, for irregularities. Also 
look for telltale bulges on the 
tread or sidewalls of the tire. 
Bulges could mean a broken 
ply under the rubber. Air pres- 
sure inside the tire will seek 
out this weak spot and cause 
you trouble. 

For safety, replace wheels 
with bent rims and tires with

bulges 


Hitting curbs causes another 
type of problem. For example. 
a severe glancing blow can 
cause a wheel- to wobble. To 
check, jack up the curb-side 
wheels and rotate each slowly 
by hand. Or, have someone 
drive your car slowly toward 
and away from you in an 
empty parking lot. Sight down 
the edge of the wheel to make 
sure it's running true. 

Not everyone is comfortable 
with these personal inspec- 
tions. If. you're not, pay a 
mechanic to do them. The best 
time to get them done is when 
you're having the oil and filter 
changed. 

Replacing a damaged wheel 
or tire doesn't end your checks. 


Remember, a premium 
replacement tire costs $100-or 
more. Spending a third or half 
that to confirm alignment is a 
smart investment. . 

Don't forget, also, that many 
late-model cars with front 
wheel drive have independent 
rear suspension which calls for 
checking alignment on rear 
wheels as well as front. 

Keep an,eye on your Car. 
“Eyeballing” isn't a precise 
method of spotting potential 
trouble areas. It will, however, 
let you spot many problems 
that require more detailed 
attention from professional 
technicians.

this). Checking the battery 
fluid level and at the same 
time, clearing off any corro- 
sion on the terminals. 

* Looking at the condition of 
the air cleaner. If it’s clogged 
with dust and grime, it should 
be replaced. Otherwise, not 
enough air gets through to the 
carburetor, which can result in 
poe combustion and wasted 

uel, along with reduced 
performance. 


* Checking the engine oil; 
pulling out the dipstick and 
wiping it clean, pushing the 
dipstick back down all the way, 
then pulling out the dipstick 
and looking at the oil level. Add 
oil if needed. The oil level 
should always be at or near the 


‘full’ line. 

* Keeping the windshield 
washer bottle filled; inspecting 
the condition of the wiper ~ 
blades as well. Winter weather 
ean crack and deteriorate the - 
rubber and it’s a good idea to 
replace the blades if they are 
more than one year old. 


* Inspecting tires for cuts or 
other damage and checking 
the tire pressure, including the 
spare. Underinflated tires can 
waste up to five percent of your 
gas and will cause premature 
tire wear. Doing these simple 
chores can save money by 
protecting your auto invest- 
ment. But more important is 
the need to follow the recom- 
mended maintenance schedule 
for your particular car.”
